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Revised budget 
June jobless rate down; 
shows fete profit 


A newly revised budget of the 23rd annual Lompoc Valley Flower Festival 
shows a profit of $237 and Chairman Joe Herron is as delighted as a recruit 
fresh out of boot camp about the news. 
“We’re in the black 
We’re within the budget,’’ he chanted yesterday. 
Herron, a retired Air Force lieutenant colonel, said that all during months of 
organization he expected the 1975 event would end up in the red by several 
hundred, if not several thousand dollars. As late as May, the projected budget 
showed a total expense of $48,800 and a total profit of $46,050, incurring a deficit 
of $2,750. 
“I’m jumping up and down,” he remarked. “I was worried as hell we 
wouldn’t make it.’ 
Now, according to Larry McKenna, festival comptroller, the first post 
festival budget reveals that the long weekend celebration has earned $49,337 
while it cost $49,100 to produce. 
He explained there were three sources of income that had not been an­ 
ticipated when the last revised budget before the festival opened was made-up: 
About $3,000 more than expected was earned from queen candidate ticket 
sales; $1,465 was earned by the committee from running five games booths 
during the festival; and $250 was saved on band transportation because a group 
failed to march in the parade. 
“This was the first year that the committee has operated game booths, he 
noted 
McKenna continued, however, there were two areas in the festival that the 
committee failed to earn as much money as was planned $4,273 was earned on 
carnival ride ticket sales rather than the anticipated $4,500 and the committee 
broke even on the queen’s ball when they expected to earn $1,000 in profit 
In addition, he said there was a cost of $300 to accommodate the grand 
marshal that had not been budgeted. 
Concerning the carnival ride tickets, the comptroller said a total of $21,137 
had been sold, including advanced ticket sales - the most that has ever been 
sold at a festival. Last year, for example, some $17,660 worth were purchased 
This year the committee anticipated that $25,000 in tickets would be 
purchased with $4,500 of that going to the committee. 
McKenna reported it would be at least two months before a final festival 
budget is known as more income and costs are reported.

The travelers said protesters have cut 
telephone lines, ripped out railroad track 
and demonstrated in defiance of police 
Watergate 
grand jury 
closes down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The third and 
final Watergate grand jury is closing 
down. 
No major indictments were expected 
at the jury’s final session today. A 
spokesman for Special Prosecutor Henry 
Ruth Jr. said there was “no indication at 
this time’’ of further proceedings. 
There were two possible areas of last- 
minute activity, however: 
—The collapse of the Skyline Towers 
building at Bailey’s Crossroads in the 
suburbs of Washington March 12,1973, in 
which 14 workers were killed. Two 
Virginia citizens, Arlyn Unzicker and 
Julian Holmes, had asked the grand jury 
to investigate whether the building firm 
was culpable and whether it made illegal 
campaign contributions to President 
Richard Nixon’s 1972 re-election. 
—Reports Ruth Farkas, U.S. ambas­ 
sador to Luxembourg, testified she won 
her appointment by making a $300,000 
contribution to Nixon’s re-election byt 
that she charged Louis Wyman, 
Republican contestant for the disputed 
Senate seat from New Hampshire, 
tricked her and her husband into the 
• deal. 
Impaneled Jan. 7,1974, the grand jury 
technically expires July 7. Because of 
the Fourth of July holiday its actual 
work was being completed today with 
the jury to be dismissed formally by 
Chief U.S. District Judge George Hart 
Jr. 
The grand jury investigated campaign 
contributions, political espionage, the 
White House “ plumbers” special 
investigative unit, and the International 
Telephone & Telegraph antitrust suit and 
alleged $400,000 campaign pledge for the 
1972 GOP National Convention. 
The spokesman said that should more 
evidence be turned up, another grand 
could consider it and hand down indict­ 
ments if warranted. But the likelihood 
seemed remote. 
Ten days ago two grand jurors flew to 
San Clemente, Calif., and took 11 hours 
of secret testimony from Nixon — the 
first time Nixon had spoken under oath 
about Watergate. 
Since the proceedings of the grand jury 
will be sealed permanently, its expira­ 
tion means the public may never know 
what Nixon said or the fruit of its in­ 
vestigation into remaining Watergate 
mysteries: the 18-minute gap on a key 
White House tape, the relationship 
between Nixon and billionaire recluse 
Howard Hughes or the $100,000 cam­ 
paign contribution that Hughes allegedly 
gave to Rebozo for Nixon’s re-election.

Mrs. Gandhi, fighting for her political 
life in the face of a conviction for elec­ 
tion fraud, has accused opposition politi­ 
cians of a “widespread conspiracy’’ to 
disrupt internal security.

Teacher salary 
talks under way 


The Certificated Employe Council and 
representatives of the school board sat 
down with a State Conciliation Service 
official this morning in an effort to 
resolve the dispute over wages and 
fringe benefits. 
Both sides initially expressed guarded 
optimism that the session might be able 
to resolve differences that have blocked 
an agreement. The CEC pegs its salary 
and fringe benefit requests at eight per 
cent on salaries and two per cent on 
fringe benefits; the school board’s chief 
negotiator, assistant Supt. Alice Milligan 
has offered four per cent on salaries and 
two per cent on fringe benefits for a total 
economic gain for teachers of six per 
cent. 
Results of today’s extraordinary 
negotiations are not binding on anyone, 
but failure to reach agreement could 
throw the dispute into the laps of a three- 
member fact finding panel. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate dropped 0.6 per cent 
to 8.6 per cent in June, but due to an in­ 
flux of students entering the labor 
market, the jobless situation remained 
unchanged from May, the Labor Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
Although the unemployment rate last 
month was not so encouraging as it 
might appear by the size of the drop 
from May, it was a signal that rising un­ 
employment may have halted. 
TTie six-tenths of 1 per cent decline 
from the 9.2 per cent in May was at the 
lower end of a scale that government 
analysts had estimated would be needed 
to show improvement in the jobless pic­ 
ture, which had been deteriorating for 
the past 14 months. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics, which 
compiles the monthly data, said employ­ 
ment held steady at 84.4 million workers 
in June. Employment rose in the non- 
farm sector but was offset by a matching 
decline in agriculture, BLS said. 
Although the number of workers held 
steady in June, the total labor force for 
purposes of calculating the jobless rate 
declined by 600,000 in June, BLS said. 
This decline contributed to the 
“technical” drop in unemployment 
although in actual terras, the jobless rate 
was unchanged from May. A study of 
figures for July will be necessary before 
a better analysis of unemployment con­ 
ditions can be made. 
The statistical quirk which somewhat 
distorted the jobless figures is directly 
tied to the influx of summer workers. 
“A sizable decline in unemployment 
between May and June had been an­ 
ticipated,’’ BLS said. “Changes in unem­ 
ployment in June are strongly affected 
by the large numbers of students and 
graduates entering the labor market.” 
Because of the technical adjustments 
to compensate for these large numbers 
of new short-term job seekers, the 
civilian labor force was estimated at 92.3 
million in June, compared with 92.9 mil­ 
lion in May. 
Because of the large number of young 
job seekers and the necessary adjust­ 
ments, technical unemployment among 
teenagers declined from 21.8 per cent in 
May to 19.2 per cent in June. 


Wholesale 
prices in 
decline 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wholesale 
prices, registering their fifth decline in 
seven months, dropped 0.1 per cent in 
June, the Labor Department said today. 
The June decline after small increases 
in April and May was another indication 
that the inflationary pressures of 1973-74 
were continuing to ease. 
The wholesale index now stands at 
173.7, compared with the 1967 base of 100. 
This means that a representative sample 
of commodities sold in wholesale 
markets has risen in price from $100 
eight years ago to $173.70 last month. 


Leading the decline for June were 
farm prices, down 1.4 per cent. 
Agricultural products fell fast enough to 
offset a relatively modest 0.4 per cent 
rise for industrial commodities, which 
includes steel, petroleum and other in­ 
dustrial goods. 
Wholesale prices have risen 11.6 per 
cent in the past 12 months, high by 
historical standards but a much softer 
inflation rate than late last year when 
farm and industrial prices were increas­ 
ing at a rate better than 20 per cent an­ 
nually. 


The 1.4 per cent drop in prices of farm 
products and processed foods took nor­ 
mal seasonal factors into account. On an 
unadjusted basis prices in this category 
rose 0.6 per cent, less than usual for mid­ 
summer.

Agreement told in N.Y. 
to end garbage strike 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The head of the 
sanitationmen's union announced today 
that an apparent legislative compro­ 
mise in Albany would allow the recall of 
all 2,934 dismissed union members and 
bring an end to a three-day wildcat strike 
which piled up more than 70 million 
pounds of garbage on the city’s streets. 
“I am pleased to announce that a solu­ 
tion has been reached so that all 
sanitationmen may resume work,” union 
President John DeLury said at a news 
conference. However, DeLury cautioned 
that “the solution cannot be permanent 
until the legislature enacts the legisla­ 
tion requested by the city." 
Under the terms of that legislative 
compromise worked out in Albany over­ 
night, by Mayor Abraham Beame, Gov. 
Hugh L. Carey and legislative leaders, 
the city will receive $300 million in new 
taxing authority. At the same time, the 
agreement will provide an educational 
aid package that would break the 
legislative logjam in the Republican con­ 
trolled state Senate. 
DeLury said the sanitation workers’ 
share of the new taxing authority, plu* 
$1.6 million placed in escrow by the un­ 
ion, would mean that no sanitation 
workers would be laid off. Asked when 
the men would go back to work, DeLury 
said “immediately.” 
In ordering the workers back to their 
jobs, DeLury —who took the public posi­ 
tion that the union did not sanction the 
strike —was unsure about how soon the 
more than 35,000 tons of uncollected gar­ 
bage could be cleared from city streets. 
“ That’s up to the Sanitation 
Department,” DeLury said. “Tomor­ 
row’s a holiday —our rate of pay for that 
is time-and-a-lialt . And then there’s Sun­ 
day. Our rate of pay for that is double 
time.” 
, 
Asked if he had received any as- 


surances from the mayor that the strik­ 
ing workers would not be fined under 
provisions of the state’s Taylor Law. 
prohibiting strikes by public employes. 
DeLury said. “ I don’t know the answer 
to that.” 
He added “ T here’s a lot of things, a lot 
of details to discuss over the weekend. 
Our first objective was what we done — 
get the men back to work " 
Meanwhile firemen, also involved in 
m ass dism issals by the city, were urged 
by their union to observe all safety rules 
and to report the slightest injury in what 
amounted to a slowdown More than 350 
men said they were sick and stayed 
home Wednesday -1 0 tim es the normal 
amount.

Sherman told the commission 
Wednesday in a written report 
that his investigation shows 
numerous fire hydrants and 
service connections in, along 
with an application for a mutual 
water company to serve no 
fewer than 18 connections. 
Attorney Donald Boden, 
speaking for the Harcourt pro­ 
ject, promised to forward 
records showing issuance of 
certificates of compliance in­ 
volving the lots.

It is being 
held up, however, at the request 
of the County Farm Bureau, 
which wants "another look” at 
the areas involved, it was 
stated. 
Planning D irector B ritt 
Johnson said the area is 
designated on the General Plan 
for agriculture. Zoning is five- 
acre agricultural, which allows 
five-acre building sites. There 
has been grading for a bam on 
the property, the commission 
learned. 
The question was whether the 
development with multiple lots 
in an agricultural area should 
not have come before the Plan­ 
ning Commission and Board of 
Supervisors before lot lines 
were set up, utilities planned, 
and a water system company 
about to proceed 
But until Harcourt and as­ 
sociates build a home on any of 
the 18 parcels, there is no one to 
say it’s a subdivision, according 
to one county official. The lots 
were created without county 
approval, but still are claimed 
to be legal. 
"This points out again the 
abuses of the grading ordinance 
in agricultural areas,” said 
Commissioner Bendy White. 
But Commissioner Robert 
Lilley saw no great cause for 
alarm. “These parcels exist,” 
he said. "It shouldn’t take the 
county surveyor long to find out 
if they are legal. If so, we are 
spinning our wheels.” 
Lilley said he was "happy to 
see a developer put in a water 
system and fire hydrants.”

A precedent is about to be es­ 
tablished involving the western- 
flavored community of Los 
Alamos. 
The County Planning Com­ 
mission Wednesday - on ad­ 
vice from the community - 
decided to require the construc­ 
tion of a sidewalk along a Bell 
St. property where Arthur C.

meet this autumn. 
Administration officials said

The Soviet-American summit 
already has been postponed 
from the summer t^ause of 
the inability of the two 
countries to come to terms on 
critical issues. 
Kissinger and Gromyko, in 
their Geneva sessions, will dis­ 
cuss a number of issues which 
involve both countries, officials 
said, and then determ ine 
whether there is any point in 
having a summit conference. 
The issues are: 
—Limitation of nuclear wea­ 
pons, on which the tw o 
countries have been unable to 
agree because of differing opi­ 
nions regarding basic princi­ 
ples. 
—The continuing argument 
over a Middle East settlement. 
—The questim of whether 
detente —the era of improved 
relations between East and 
West —is sincerely supported 
by the Kremlin or simply being 
used by the Russians to take ad­ 
vantage of the West. 
U.S. officials said it would be 
impossible to predict at this 
time w ith er the Brezhnev- 
Ford meeting would take place. 
However, they predicted the 
President, seeking to give the 
impression of a firm anti­ 
communist position, would be 
willing to give very little if any 
grouiKl in working out various 
solutions. 


Bayh calls 
for gasoline 
price probe

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind., said today 
Congress will investigate 
whether market manipulation 
by major oil companies is 
behind the sharp hike in gas­ 
oline prices announced this 
week. 
He blamed the price boosts in 
part on President Ford’s “ill- 
fated” energy policy, which he 
said will probably drive up 
prices at the pump by as much 
as another 10 cents a gallon. 
Bayh, a m em ber of the 
Senate Antitrust and Monopoly 
subc(»nmittee, said the panel 
chairman, Sen. Philip A. Hart, 
D-Mich., had agreed to hold 
hearings “ in the coming 
monUis” on the complex issues 
involved. 
“Those questions generally 
fit into two major subject 
areas: the p<»sibility of market 
manipulation by these (oil) 
companies and the economic 
implications of energy policy,” 
Bayh said in a statement issued 
by his office. 
More than a dozra major oil 
companies boosted refinery 
gasoline prices this week by up 
to 3 cents a gallon just as the 
peak driving season was about 
to begin.

Glomar may never go Automakers 
back to submarine 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) ~ 
Both the Russians and Howard 
Hughes may be able to stop 
worrying about the Glomar Ex­ 
plorer, which may never go 
back for the remainder of a 
sunken Soviet submarine for 
fear of a confrontation at sea 
with the Russian navy. 
Hughes could be off the hook 
for a $7.5 million tax bill slap­ 
ped on him for doing the 
Central IntelligCTce Agency a 
favor. 
Those were the indications 
from several sources Wednes­ 
day. 


Elarlier reports, from harbor 
officials at Long Beach, where 
the secret CIA submarine- 
recovery vessel is docked, said 
the ship would put to sea again 
Friday in an attempt to retrieve 
the rest of a Russian submarine 
that sank 750 miles north of 
Hawaii in 1968. The ship pulled 
up one third of the sub last sum­ 
mer. 
But in San Diego Wednesday, 
Rep. Bob Wilson, ranking 
Republican on the House 


Armed Services Committee, 
said he believed the salvage 
operation had been canceled to 
avoid a showdown at sea with 
Russian warships. 
The secrecy that shrouded 
the partially successful recov­ 
ery last summer has long since 
been shredded and the CIA has 
all but officially confirmed the 
operation, which has been 
described in detail in American 
news reports. 
‘“rhe Soviets know the loca­ 
tion and have naval units in the 
vicinity,” Wilson said. “I sus­ 
pect there will be no further at­ 
tempt to salvage the sub­ 
marine.” 
Intelligence sources have 
described the recovery even of 
only one third of the sub as an 
information coup. The CIA 
reportedly gained possession of 
Russian torpedoes tipped with 
nuclear warheads and the com­ 
plete technical journal of a 
Soviet nuclear weapons officer, 
found with his body. The CIA 
reportedly hoped to i-ecover a 
nuclear armed missile with the 
rest of the sub.

Wallace breaks leg 
without knowing it 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - The 
International Wom«i’s Year 
Conference has ended two 
weeks of frequent political 
bickering on a brief note of har­ 
mony - adoption of a 10-year 
plan of action to advance 
women’s rights. 
But differences still dividing 
the delegates emerged in a 
politically sensitive document 
calling for the elimination o( 
Zionism, imperialism and apar­ 
theid. 
The plan of action, adopted by 
consensus at Wednesday’s final 
session, was billed as the major 
work of the United Nations- 
sponsored conference. 
It stressed the need for U.N. 
states to end discrimination 
against women and improve 
their oppportunities in educa­ 
tion, employment, politics and 
health fields. 
The “Declaration of Mex­ 
ic o ,’’ which condem ned 
Zionism, was passed by a vote 
of 89-2 with 19 abstentions. 
Israel and the United States 
were the only countries voting 
no. 
It was sponsored by the 
“Group of 77” non-aligned na­ 
tions, including host country 
Mexico. 
“When you talk about elimi­ 
nating Zionism, what you really 
mean is the destruction of 
Israel,” said one angry Israeli 
delegate. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UP) 
—Gov. George Wallace some-, 
how managed to fracture his 
left leg without knowing it. But 
his physician says the break 
should heal without difficulty. 
The leg is paralyzed as the 
result of a wound-bie assassin’s 
bullet May 15, 1972, that left 
Wallace confined to a wheel­ 
chair. 
The injury is not expected to 
affect Wallace’s campaign for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination. He had announced 
he would devote most of his at­ 
tention in the next few months 
to Alabama problems, and had 
scheduled only two out-of-state 
speeches during July and 
August. 
Dr. Hamilton Hutchinson said 
Wednesday Wallace had suf­ 
fered a simple fracture of the 
tibia “probably within the last 
two or three days.” 
He said he assumed the in­ 
jury occurred during the gover­ 
nor’s physical therapy exer­ 
cises. But he said he could not 
be sure because Wallace has no 
feeling in the leg and had not 
noticed the injury until swelling 
developed. 
“There is very little risk” of 
complications, 
Hutchinson 


said. “It is a simple break. It 
will heal.” 
“Anytime anyone is put in a 
cast, there is a risk of 
phlebitis,” he said, referring to 
the ailment that prevented 
former President Richard Nix­ 
on from testifying at the 
Watergate coverup trial. 
'The doctor said the risk 
phlebitis was very small. 
Wallace will have to remain 
in a cast for six to eight weeks. 
But his office said he expected 
to stay home for only a week 
before returning to the Capitol. 


DETROIT (UPI) ~ Industry 
analysts say U.S. automakers, 
struggling to pull out of the 
most prolonged sales slump 
since the Depression of the 
1930s, recorded their strongest 
sales in 11 months in June. 
New car deliveries by U.S. 
automakers last month were up 
an estimated 8 per cent over 
May, countering the traditional 
2 to 3 per cent drop. But they 
are still 10 to 11 per cent below 
last June, giving the industry 
its worst first-half sales perfor­ 
mance since 1961. 
The final sales figures for the 
month were expected later to­ 
day. 
“Deliveries should total close 
to 625,000 in June, the best 
we’ve done since last July, and 
show a definite strengthening of 
the market as we head into the 
final months of the 1975-model 
year,” one company analyst 
said Wednesday. 
Im ports continued their 
strong sales performance, 
grabbing a record 19.5 per cent 
of total sales with an estimated 
145,000 to 150,000 deliveries. 
They finished the first six 
months with better than one of 
every five cars sold. Foreign 
car sales jumped about 5 per 
cent over May. 
Before the start of the Arab 
oil embargo 21 months ago, im­ 
ports were taking between 14 
and 16 per cent of all sales. 
Eleven of the 23 leading 
foreign nameplates reported 
their June results Wednesday 
with all above year-ago levels 
and five setting records for 
June. 


FARGO, N.U. (UPI) - The 
rains have shaped, but the 
bountiful Red River Valley is 
under water and even veteran 
farmers say they can’t remem­ 
ber when they’ve seen worse. 
More than a foot of rain fell in 
the agricultural region of Min­ 
nesota and North Dakota during 
the past week, turning fields 
into “oceans,” forcing persons 
from their homes and causing 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in damages and crop losses. 
“This is the worst I’ve ever 
seen,” said Frank Thompson, 
61, of Baker, Minn. 
Thompson has only a few dry 
acres left of a 350-acre potato 
crop he planted this spring. 
“There ain’t a hell of a lot 
left,” he said. “I can’t even get 
to town. The bridges are all 
washed out.” 
Many roads were washed out 
or submerged by floodwaters 
and persons able to tour the 
hardest hit areas by air 
described chains of lakes where 
fields should be. 
“Much of the fannland is one 
big ocean with while caps on 
farm fields under two or three 
feet of water,” a spokesman for 
the Minnesota Agriculture De­ 
partment said. 
“Some farmers won’t harvest 
a nickel.” 
North Dakota Gov. Arthur 
Link and Minnesota Gov. 
Wendell Anderson have toured 
the flooded areas and both said 
they would ask President Ford 
to designate the hardest hit 
counties as disaster areas. 
“Farmers told me they lived 
in the valley all their lives and 
never saw such damage,” Link 
said. 
Agricultural officials were 
estimating sugar beet losses in 
the valley, often called the na­ 
tion’s “bread basket” and its 
No. 1 sugar beet producer, at 
$120 million, which was expect­ 
ed boost the price of sugar. 
Damage to potatoes, wheat, 
com, rye, sunflower seeds and 
beans in about eight Minnesota 
counties and seven North 
Dakota counties was expwted 
to push the total crop loss figure 
to several hundred million dol­ 
lars. 


BEIRUT (UPI) - Premier 
Rashid Karmai called in his 
cabinet today to review securi­ 
ty in a Lebanon gradually 
returning to normal after 10 
days of street fighting 'that 
claimed nearly 300 lives and 
saw an American army officer 
kidnaped by a gang of armed 
men. 
Police reported scattered 
violations of a cease-fire ar­ 
ranged between feuding rightist 
and leftist factions, but said 
the uneasy peace appeared to 
be holding, thanks largely to 
heavily armed security units 
patrolling Beirut’s battered 
streets. 
The latest casualty figures 
for the 10 days of warfare 
between Christians and Mos­ 
lems showed 290 persons died 
and 750 were injured in the 
rocket, mortar, bomb and rifle 
battles. 
U.S. Embassy officials said 
they still had no word on the 
whereabouts of American 
Army Col. Ernest R. Morgan, 


43, abducted from a taxi Sunday 
night on the outskirts of the 
city 
Morgan, with the U S. mili­ 
tary command in Ankara, 
Turkey, had attended a meeting 
of Central Treaty Organization 
officials in Pakistan and was 
making a stopover in Beirut en 
route back to his post when he 
was seized by a gang of about 20 
armed men He has not been 
seen since 
Karami, who blamed Israel 
for instigating the current 
round of bloodshed in Lebanon, 
issued a brief statement after 
his two-hour cabinet session, 
the first full meeting of his two- 
day-old "salvation govern­ 
ment.”

Dr. Glynn Lunney, technical 
director for the Apollo mission, 
said “NASA has concluded that 
the Soyuz 18-Salyut 4 mission 
does not constitute a hazard" 
for the mission 
The astronauts —Brig Gen

“ Deke" Slayton and Vance 
Brand —flew to the launch site 
from the Johnson Space Center 
in Houston for a final dress 
rehearsal today. 
Launch crews Wednesday 
completed a week-long test 
which put the Saturn IB rocket 
and the spacecraft system s 
through the minute-by-minute 
countdown planned for the real 
thing.

Bank predicts lower net 
income for State farmers 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
California farmers’ net income 
is expected to be 43 per cent 
lower this year than last year, 
the Bank of America said to­ 
day. 
In its annual survey of farm 
economics, the bank said the 
decline in net income results 
from slumping prices and 
steadily rising production costs. 
Last year the state’s farmers 
had a 20 per cent gain in net in­ 
come, and the year before the 
increase was 59 per cent. This 
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year will be the first since 1969 
that farm income has slumped. 
Bank of America said 1975 
gross income would fall from 
$8.9 billion in 1974 to $8.5 billion. 
Net income is expected to 
plunge from $2.4 billion last 
year to $1.37 billion. 
The number of farms in 
California has remained steady 
at 63,000, the bank said, and 
they will average a $21,781 
profit this year. 
The bank said receipts from 
the state's leading cash com­ 
modity, cattle and calves, 
would be down moderately, but 
that dairy products "will enjoy 
a 4.3 per cent income growth," 
accounting for $930 million in 
farm income. 
Field crops will be down 7 per 
cent to slightly under $2 billion, 
largely because of a cotton sl­ 
ump. 
Bank of America said the 
state’s fruit and nut industries 
will be down moderately and 
that "grapes, citrus and some 
processing fruits suffer from 
weak prices.” 
"Income from vegetables 
should remain essentially un­ 
changed in 1975," the bank said, 
with sales of tomatoes for 
processing reaching a record 
$416 million. 
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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
wife of Democratic Senate 
President Pro Tern James R 
Mills is receiving a full $l,100-a- 
year law school scholarship 
from a foundation that normal­ 
ly gives aid to ethnic minori­ 
ties, it has been reported. 
The Los Angeles Legal Jour­ 
nal’s capitol bureau reported 
Wednesday that the scholar­ 
ship application of Joanna 
Rohrbough Mills was handled in 
a much different way from 
those of other students applying 
for help from the Western State 
University Foundation. 
Mills, of San Diego, earns 
$21,120 annually and $30 a day in 
taxfree expense money, plus 
use of a state car with gas and 
oil costs borne by taxpayers. He 
also is carrying a bill to raise 
legislators' pay by 10 per cent. 
"The need is there (for a 
scholarship)," Mrs. Mills, who 
has been attending the Western 
State University College since 
February, told the Journal. 
"Jim is a full-time legislator 
and always has been. We have 
three children, all of them 
highly gifted and in special 
programs, and all of the stan­ 
dard expenses that go with 
that." 
Mills reportedly said he was 
not aware that the scholarship 
grants are normally awarded to 
minority students and that he 
purposefully avoided contact 
with school officials regarding 
the application. 
Mrs. Mills' application was 
not referred to the foundation’s 
six-member advisory board, 
which normally grants minority 
scholarships on the basis of 
need and merit. Only Dean 
Maxwell Boas ruled on Mrs. 
Mills’ application. 
"Generally we like to get a 
majority consensus (of the 
board),’’ said Boas. But, he ad-

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Lt. 
Gov. Mervyn M. Dymally drew 
unauthorized pay, expenses and 
misused funds from a nonprofit 
institute he created to aid 
minority youth, the Los Angeles 
Times charged today. 
The abuses occurred between 
1968 and 1973 with $800,000 in 
Ford Foundation funds intended 
for the Urban Affairs Institute, 
which was created and headed 
by Dym ally, then a state 
senator. The Times said. 
In a three month investiga­ 
tion. The Times said it learned 
that: 
—Dymally drew an unauthor­ 
ized $l,000-a-month salary from 
the Ford Foundation Grant. 
—Dymally used $30,000 to set 
up a job training project in 
which his brother and sister-in- 
law were installed as paid staff 
members. 
— Members of Dymally’s 
family, former legislative aides 
and relatives of his staff 
received scholarships, fellow­ 
ships and grants from the in­ 


stitute. 
-S ta te Sen. Bill Greene, D- 
Los Angeles, a Dymally protege 
and institute co-founder, in­ 
curred expensive and unauthor­ 
ized travel expenses on the in­ 
stitute's charge accounts, then 
c o lle c te d from the sta te 
Legislature for some of those 
same trips 
The Times said "the evidence 
is clear that UIA was plagued 
by fiscal irregularities that put 
the institute in a financial hole 
from the start." 
It was Dymally "who con­ 
trolled the purse strings from 
1968 to late 1971 while serving 
as president, a post which al­ 
lowed him to sign all checks," 
the newspaper said 
The purpose of the Los 
Angeles-based UIA program 
was to recruit minority under­ 
graduate and graduate college 
students and place them as in­ 
terns in the offices of local, 
state and federal elected of­ 
ficials. 
Graduate 
students 
received academic credit for 


their work. 
Dymally told The Times the 
program was a success "by all 
measuring sticks " 
But a Ford Foundation of­ 
ficial. William J. Grinker. said 
"there were no guidelines. 
They didn’t keep any records of 
what the kids were doing." 
Another Ford Foundation ex­ 
ecutive who monitored the 
program called it "screwed up- 
," according to The Times. 
The Times said Dymally 
drew $7.009 45 in pay from Oc­ 
tober. 1968, through March. 
1969, as the institute’s presi­ 
dent, which violated the terms 
of the Ford agreement. 
Dymally told The Times he 
personally refunded the money 
to the institute. 


But institute records indicate 
otherwise, the newspaper said. 
On April 17,1989, according to 
The Times, Sylvester Houston, 
the institute’s executive direc 
tor and a former Dymally aide, 
wrote the Ford Foundation that 
Dymally’s 1968 salary had been 
repaid to the institute by the 
Center <hi Urban and Minority 
Affairs. 
The Times investigation said 
the Center on Urban and 
Minority Affairs was simply an 
arm of the institute financed 
with Ford Foundation money

Olympics for fun? 
Idea was foreign 
to ancient Greeks 


By STEWART SLAVIN 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI) - Ancient Grecians 
might have done backflips in the Aegean Sea if they could see 
today’s modem Olympic athletes competing for medals in­ 
stead of money, wearing clothes, and with women in the 
same arena as contestants and spectators. 
Back in 776 B.C., when “Typhoeus the Giant” was rearing 
back to hurl the discus in the first Olympic Games, he was 
competing nude, before an all-male auaience, and he was 
anything but an amateur 
He thought only of winning, because victory meant not 
only an olive branch crown, but cash, free meals, retirement 
benefits and front row seats to the best play in town. 
”The modem Olympics are naively idealist,” says Dr. 
David Young, a professor of classics at UC Santa Barbara, 
and considered one of the nation’s top authorities on Greek 
athletics. “They are attempting to keep professionalism 
out.” 
Young said the ancident Olympics, which began in 776 B.C. 
and lasted until 400 A D., encouraged professionalism The 
word “athlete” in Greek means “contender for a prize,” he 
said. 
“The main purpose of the competitors was to beat the 
other athletes,” he said. “You either won or you lost. There 
is no record of any second places being recorded in the an­ 
cient Olympics or the other important m eets.” 
Young said the cities of Greece recruited athletes, much 
like the professional sports teams do today, to bring fame to 
their communities. They rewarded their successful athletes 


with lavish gifts and privileges. 
“In the ancient Olympics, the men who won received, for 
example, in addition to an olive crown from the games, 
usually a cash reward, pensions, retirement benefits, free 
meals at the public’s expense and front row seats at the 
drama events of their cities. There were even professional 
coaches to train athletes.” 
Women were not only banned from competition in the ear­ 
ly days, but they were also prohibited from viewing the nude 
male athletes. 
“According to the general consensus, women were permit­ 
ted to attend some of the less important meets and around 
the first century A.D. even allowed to compete in foot races 
in some of the major m eets,” Young said. 
-------- 
* The exact origin of nudity in the ancient Olympics may 
never be known, Young admitted, but he said there were two 
“fanciful legends.” 
"They suggest that either a winning competitor’s shorts 
fell off in the course of the first race of the 720 B.C. Olym­ 
pics, compelling everyone else to streak’ in hopes of a vic­ 
tory, or the runner lost his shorts, tripped over them, and 
died, forcing the magistrate to forbid clothing because it was 
hazardous to the runner’s lives.”

By 600 B .C ., the Olympic program consisted of equestrian 
and chariot events; boxing and wrestling; four foot races, 
one about 200 yards, another 400 yards, one long distance and 
a race in armor; and a pentathlon consisting of javelin, dis­ 
cus, long jump, 200 yard race and wrestling

LAS VEGAS, Nev. - (NEA) - From his crouched position in 
the forehand court, Henry Greenberg peered intently at the tower­ 
ing figure of Rick Barry, topped by a white cap. 
Rick was serving, and Greenberg knew the ball would come c an^ 
nonading at him because the Warrior star stretches out his entire 6 
feet 8 inches to muscle the tennis ball with terrific velocity. 
Hank tensed himself with just as much concentration as he used 
to await a fast ball by Bob Feller when he was a young man and 
swung a bat for a living 
The ball blurred past the service line. "Out!” announced Joe 
DiMaggio from the umpire’s chair. That’s right — Joe DiMaggio — 
because this is the kind of talent that assembles for a Dewar’s 
Sports Celebrity tennis tournament. 
Hank shuffled his feet and moved forward, across the base line, 
for the second serve. Whoosh of racket... wham ... whirr ... whew' 
“Double fault!” yelled DiMag A sly grin crossed Greenberg’s 
face. 
He turned to Bob Klein, his partner in the backhand court, and 
advised "If he doesn’t get the first one in, move up on him.’’ 
To Hank, who thrives on competition, the situation was 
desperate since his own serve had just been broken and they 
trailed the team of Barry and Kyle Rote, Jr., 6-5, in the nine game 
finals set for the tournament cup. They needed the game to stay in 
the match. 
Barry missed the first serve to Klein. The brawny tight end of 
the Los Angeles Rams moved on him. You could see Rick turn 
grim. It was a macho thing with him He unwound his second serve 
with full velocity ... and squared the match at 6-6 by double- 
faulting again. 
Now they came down to Barry serving again at 7-6 add-out, 
match point if he loses it. Barry blasted a potential ace. Too long. 
"Fault!” Greenberg winked at Klein. Bob moved several feet in­ 
side the base line. Barry swung his racket in a strong arc. The ball 
plopped into the net for a double fault. 
And Greenberg wobbled forward to the net to accept congratula­ 
tions for his fourth championship in five years. He is 64 years old. 
He is half bent over, no longer the formidable figure who once hit 
58 home runs in a single season. His legs are skinny and knobby and 
his knees have trouble supporting him. He limps rather than runs 
around but he wins in tennis against two superb athletes whose 
combined age doesn’t equal his.

There are few guys in the United States more wiley at playing 
recreational tennis than Hank He took up the sport back in 1947 
when he bought the Cleveland Indians, along with a home that had 
a tennis court. 
Hank couldn’t make the “ A” ladder at some tennis clubs, can’t 
really move and plays a rather sedate type of game rather than the 
forceful brand you'd expect from a former home run slugger. But 
his primer for successful recreational play is important for those 
millions of new recruits to the game. 
“One,” says Hank, “keep the ball in play. Simple as that - hit 
the ball back, no m atter how you do it, and let the other guy make 
the mistakes. 
“Two, get your first serve in, and deep. Especially in doubles. 
Most people waste their first serve. 
“Three, most people hit their backhand weaker than their 
forehand, so you can generally exploit that weakness. Tennis is a 
game, if you play to win, in which you analyze your opponent and 
determine his weakness. I can tell what it is after six shots in the 
warm-up before the match. 
“ Four, if the other guy misses his first serve, I move over and 
force him to hit to my forehand, which is my own best shot. You 
have to analyze your own strengths, too. I know what shots I can 
get in the court. 
"Finally, I got to admit this - as long as you’re playing, you like 
to win.” 


So Hank’s matches with that other supreme tennis psychologist, 
Bobby Riggs, have been legendary. Bobby, because he is a superior 
player, makes concessions, like playing the doubles court, but their 
dickering for advantage could teach Henry Kissinger a lesson or 
two in negotiations. 


Hank also has a ploy when he is playing against a younger, 
stronger opponent. Call a couple of close ones “out early in the 
match. That comes under the heading of gamesmanship and is al­ 
lowed if you’re over 60.

"The fact of the m atter is,” 
said Roders, "the striking un­ 
ions carried the ball which 
resulted in a $3-million pay

"We only gave up about half

County employes as a whole

Fighters, who incurred wrath 
of county management and ele­ 
ments of the public by render­ 
ing some fire apparatus tem­ 
porarily non-operative, will suf­ 
fer even more of a delay in get­ 
ting their higher pay checks. 
TTie |3-million plus higher pay 
total won after the strike action 
won’t actually cost county tax­ 
payers nearly that much. About 
$1.3 million is county money.

for its employes,” one county 
spokesman said. He was refer­ 
red to the 12.1 per cent pa^'kagt 
gain by Los Angeles County 
employes, including a 7.5 per 
cent wage boost. 


The word Is that Kern County 
employes got a 6.9 per cent pay 
boost and an overall package 
gain of over 13 per cent.

It is certain that the U.S. 
nuclear industry won’t take 
too kindly to the casting aside 
of an all-nuclear view of 
America’s energy future by 
the newly established Energy 
Research and 
Development 
Administration, successor to 
the old Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. 
By such action, the new ad­ 
ministration is rejecting key 
conclusions in an Atomic 
E nergy C om m ission en­ 
vironmental assessment of the 
controversial nuclear breeder 
reactor. The report, a new 25- 
year blueprint for U.S. energy 
research, said that AEC s im- 


pact statem ent failed to 
justify plans for commercial 
use of the breeder because it 
did not answer many key 
health, safety and security 
questions. 


The judgment is logical. 
Health, safety and security 
questions related to a breeder 
program must be answered or 
a breeder program rejected. 


However, in the future 
program, the ERDA did not 
rule out further exploration. 
They agree that a government 
b reed er 
d em o n stra tio n 
program is justified, hardly 
pleasing to environmentalists 


who have fought hard against 
any breeder development. 
The Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission never gave much heed 
to balancing a mixture of 
future energy sources.

An advertisement by the Richmond 
Corporation in the Wall Street Journal, 
in May (listed as the first in a series of 
Bicentennial messages” )is headed, “If 
Patrick Henry Were Alive Today” and is 
written by Barry Goldwater. The 
Senator uses the space to belabor 
p a c ifism , 
p e r m is s iv e n e s s 
and 
bureaucracy. Maybe that’s what Patrick 
Henry would be saying today. 
But we do know what he did say after 
the Revolution and it is just as pertinent 
now as then, he said he favored postwar 
amnesty. He wasn’t talking about the 
young men who, for reasons of con­ 
science. wouldn’t fight in a war that 
practically everybody now agrees was a 
mistake. He was talking about the Tories 
who wouldn’t go along with the Revolu­ 
tion. John Adams guessed that the 
Colonists were divided in three equal 
parts — the advocates of independence, 
the Tories, and the fence-sitters. 
Postwar bitterness could hardly have 
been more poisonous. With the war hard­ 
ly over Patrick Henry surprised his 
radical followers when he urged the 
Virginia legislature to pass an act of 
“oblivion and restoration” for the van­ 
quished loyalists. Y es, he wanted 
clemency and amnesty. He said that 
America needed the people who had left 
the country, and that they would make 
good c it iz e n s . 
“ O b liv io n and 
restoration.” Make a note of it, 
Bicentennial orators and President 
Ford. 
Mobil Oil has been helpful too; it has 
been telling us what Sam Adams would 
say. Sam Adams deserves all our 
gratitude. He was a born revolutionary 
firebrand and the greatest propagandist 
of his time, who invented the Boston 
“Massacre” and whose secret “commit­ 
tees of correspondence” round the 


colonies Harvard historian Samuel Eliot 
Morison likens to, without denigration, 
the revolutionary cells created by 
modern communist agitators. We had 
rather a stodgy image of Mobil and it’s 
an agreeable surprise to find out its af­ 
finity for Sam Adams. 
Something about the Bicentennial 
seems to tempt big corporations to frisk 
in print like cats in catnip. Here is a four- 
page color spread by CONOCO in Time 
telling how Jefferson, Madison, Patrick 
Henry, Hamilton, Abigail Adams and 
others would have rejected government 
controls, economic constraints and all 
that. But why do they stop there? A lot of 
our Founding Fathers (and all reverence 
to them) didn’t believe in our idea of 
democracy at all, let alone government 
controls. CONO could quote John Jay; 
“the people who own the country ought 
to govern the country” ; Fisher Ames 
who wanted government of the “wise, 
the rich and the good” ; John Adams who 
regarded Jefferson’s belief in the com­ 
mon man as sentimental nonsense, and 
Hamilton who wanted a life-time presi­ 
dent, possibly hereditary, and govern­ 
ment by the “rich and well-born.” It 
would make a nice CONOCO ad. 
Finally, here is the US Chamber of 
Commerce, caught up in the spirit of the 
thing monster type in an advertisement 
in The New York Times telling us that 
” we have the greatest amount of 
freedom for the individual of any country 
in the world... of choice... of religion... of 
thought... of speech”. Fine, fine; just the 
thing for the Fourth, to take our minds 
off F B I, CIA, w iretapp in g and 
Watergate. It recalls an essay by Arthur 
Schlesinger, Sr. back in 1949, that 
America’s attractive “quality of op­ 
timism” was noted by many visitors but 
“attained its most blatant expression, 
however, in the national addiction to 
bragging.” It is gratifying to feel that the 
US Chamber preserves ¿his inheritance. 
One should strike a note about the 
Fathers that is thankfully appreciative 
without being jingoistically maudlin 
because, while they were so far ahead of 
their own time, they were still far from 
us in many concepts. The darkest side, of 
course, was slavery. In a moving and

dignified article in The University of 
Chicago Magazine 
(Summer, 
1975) 
Professor John Hope Franklin, a black, 
writing on “The Moral Legacy of the 
Founding Fathers” notes quietly one of 
the ugliest ironies in history, a noble 
Declaration proclaiming that “all men 
are created equal” written by sl­ 
aveholders. It would be “perverse,” he 
says, to derive satisfaction from calling 
attention to the flaws in the character 
and conduct of the Fathers and “ir­ 
responsible” to do so merely to indulge 
in whimsical iconoclasm. But even today 
as Professor Franklin underlines, it is a 
moral challenge to face the matter 
honestly. Over in England, in 1772, Lord 
Mansfield outlawed slavery in the sl- 
Somerset case on the compelling ground 
that human bondage was “too odious” to 
continue. The Founding Fathers kept 
clear of it. At several times before and 
during the Revolution, groups of slaves 
heard the word “liberty” and appealed 
for freedom. They were ignored. 
The word “slavery,” of course, does 
not appear in the Constitution, though it 
is there by indirection; the compromise 
of counting blacks as “three fifths” of a 
person in apportioning representatives, 
and also in Article 1, Section 9 where it is 
stated by masterly circumlocution: “the 
Migration or Importation of such 
Persons as any of the States now existing 
shall think proper to admit, shall not be 
prohibited by Congress prior to the Year 
one thousand eight hundred and eight.” 
We doubt if these passages from the Con­ 
stitution are read at many celebrations 
of the Fourth. 
Let us be proud, but let us not be 
overproud. John Gardner of Common 
Cause notes that, “When this nation was 
founded, there was a Holy Roman 
Emperor, Venice was a republic, France 
was ruled by a king, China by an 
emperor, Japan by a shogun, Russia by a 
czar, Great Britain was a monarchy; 
and among the world powers the only 
government that stands essentially un­ 
changed is the Federal Union put 
together in the 1780’s by 13 states on the 
East Coast of North America.” 
There is also the splendidly acerb com­ 
ment by E.B. White: "Democracy is the 
recurrent suspicion that more than half 
of the people are right more than half of 
the time.” 
And there is Professor Franklin’s 
thought that “if we would deal with our 
past in terms of realities... it becomes 
necessary for us to deal with our early 
leaders in ther own terms, namely, as 
frail, fallible human beings...” 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt - President 
Anwar Sadat believes the situation in the 
Middle East, is so explosive that war 
could erupt in the near future, he told 
this reporter in an interview at Borg el- 
Arab his country retreat. 
The Egyptian presi­ 
dent spoke as he 
weighed proposals 
b ro u g h t 
from 
Washington But there 
can be no decisive ac­ 
tion until President 
Ford publicly an ­ 
nounces the results of 
the Middle East re­ 
assessment. 
"The three-month agreement for a 
peace-keeping U.N . force on the 
Egyptian-Israeli frontier expires next 
month,” Sadat noted. “I shall not con­ 
sent to another renewal unless there is a 
real movement toward peace. That will 
greatly increase the danger.” 
Sadat was warm in his enthusiasm 
about his meeting with Ford at Salzburg. 
With the greatest frankness, they discus­ 
sed Egypt’s problems and the precarious 
balance between the present dubious 
peace and open warfare. At the same 
time, however, he said he understood the 
gravity and the difficulty of the decision 
the U.S. President must make. 
“I told President Ford, ‘keep your 
special relationship with Israel and give 
them everything they ask for to defend 
their borders.’ But these must be the 
borders that marked Israel before the 
1967 war 
“The United States, President Ford, 
holds not 90 per cent of the cards, as I 
have said before, but 99 per cent. The 
position of the United States must be 
stated clearly. There must be a global 
solution that goes beyond this region.” 
The demand that Israel give up the ter­ 
ritory conquered in the ’67 war meets 
iron resistance in Jerusalem. Prime 
Minister Yitzbak Rabin in a recent inter­ 
view spelled out the areas that his 
country would insist on retaining in­ 
cluding the Golan Heights taken from 
Syria, the Gaza Strip and perhaps 
strategic points in the Sinai. 
Sadat talked with my wife, Jane, and 
me on the terrace of Borg el-Arab swept 
by a breeze from the nearby Mediterra­ 
nean which tempered the desert heat. He 
spoke with the straightforward bluntness 
that is said to have impressed Ford at 
Salzburg. Serious yet not solemn, he 
spoke of “my good friend Henry” Kis­ 
singer. 
“He is always welcome to come back. 
But I must ask what he could accomplish 
at this time.” 
This suggests a principal difference in 
tactics between the two sides. Rabin 
b elieves there is tim e for quiet 
diplomacy. Sadat is convinced time is 
running out and there must be tangible 
moves in the direction of peace if war is 
to be averted. 
“Israel does not want peace. They are 
not capable of working out a peaceful 
solution. A state of war serves their pur­ 
pose. It brings money from the United 
States. 


“What was proved in the October War 
is that nothing is ever solved by military 
action. Their government is weak and 
divided and yet they dream of imposing 
their wishes on the region. Peace cannot 
be imposed by the United States or any 
other power.” 
During the past year, Sadat and the 
half-dozen men close to him have 
developed friendly and forthright rela­ 
tions with the United States. It was at 
Sadat’s invitation delivered a month 
beforehand that the U.S. Cruiser Little 
Rock, flagship of the Sixth Fleet, was se­ 
cond in the flotilla led by President Sadat 
at the opening of the Suez Canal. 
Soviet diplomats were stunned when 
they saw the Little Rock move into line. 
With the courage he showed in ordering 
20,000"Soviet technicians out of Egypt in 
1973, the president has continued to cur­ 
tail the Soviet presence. One result is 
that Moscow is pressing for repayment 
of Egypt's $6 billion indebtedness incur­ 
red for the purchase in the past of 
sophisticated weaponry. 
Sadat observed that a peace settle­ 


ment, whether step-by-step or overall, 
must be achieved in the remaining half 
of this year. No decision will be possible 
in 1976, he said. “In an election year, 
your government is paralyzed.” 
Suspecting that Israel wants to post­ 
pone any decision until well into next 
year, he says this simply cannot be since 
it courts another war. 
In the present phase of no war, no 
peace, the U.S. ambassador here is con­ 
veying to the Egyptians the Israeli 
proposals for a settlement. The proposal 
was duly leaked in Jerusalem complete 
with a map showing territorial conces­ 
sions. Sadat will then respond with 
Egypt’s proposals. How far this bargain­ 
ing at remote control will bridge what 
has appeared to be an unbridgeable gap 
Sadat will not even guess. But that these 
are crucial days in the fate of this 
temptestuous region no one can doubt. 
As a wise and knowledgeable observer of 
this part of the world puts it, things here 
are never as bad as they look. Nor, he 
adds, are they ever as good as they hap­ 
pen to look.

Dear Editor, 
I would like to set the record straight. 
More specifically, I would like to set the 
Lompoc Record straight. 
In your issue of Friday, June 27,1975, 
you reported about the completion of the 
environm ental im pact report on 
proposed tract 12051, an addition to the 
Mesa Oaks tracts. You quoted me as 
having said “there was no significant 
need for new housing in the area.” I 
never said anything like that. 
The developer tried to prove the need 
for the proposed tract by pointing to the 
coming space-shuttle program — and in 
reply I mentioned the article of the Lom­ 
poc Record in which was stated that 
there would be no boom due to the space- 
shuttle — and no increase in population. 
If the developer needed to justify the 
need for new housing he could have found 
other, better, reasons. 
There is always, even in towns with 
constant populations, a need for new 
housing. However, in order not to repeat 
mistakes of the past, every community 
should be careful where new houses shall 
be built. 
We are of the opinion that enlargement 
of the Mesa Oaks subdivision should only 


be permitted if: 
1 — The sewage plant serving said sub­ 
division is brought up to federal and 
state standards. 
2 — A hydrological survey of the un­ 
derground water basin is made to deter­ 
mine if the proposed addition can ade­ 
quately be served by Mission Hills Water 
Co. 
3 — Proper traffic circulation is 
provided. 
The sewer situation is the one that 
should also concern the citizens of Lom­ 
poc. Mesa Oaks is served, as is Mission 
Hills, by Lompoc Utility Services for 
Lompoc Utility Services was to hav 
participated in the Regional Waste 
Water Treatment Plant, because “its 
discharge did not meet federal and state 
standards and its lower plant is not ade­ 
quately protected from flooding” (letter 
July 9, 1973, Lompoc Utility Services). 
Lompoc Utility Services, however, at 
the last moment, withdrew from the 
Regional Plant project. 
'Hie discharge from Mesa Oaks emp­ 
ties directly in the ‘lower’ plant, which is 
located at McLaughlin Road next to the 
Santa Ynez River. At the time of the 
rarhuma flood there was little, if anv. 


direct discharge into this pond. 
Since that time Mesa Oaks has grown 
considerably and is still growing since 
many of the vacant lots are to be build 
upon in the next few months. Since Lom­ 
poc Utility Services did not meet state 
and federal standards in the past year, it 
certainly will not meet them this year, 
or in the future, since no improvements 
in treatment facilities seem to be in the 
offing. 
Many of us have noticed, after 
McLaughlin Road re-opened, that the 
lower pond very often has definite odor 
problems. 
If Mesa Oaks is allowed to grow 
beyond its present size, the problem will 
gradually worsen. Since the lower pond 
is close to both Mesa Oaks and Lompoc 
we wonder how long it will be before all 
of us will smell that pond regularly. 
These are the major points that I raised 
at the public hearing. How your reporter 
distilled from this that I said that there 
is no need for additional housing is 
beyond me.
